Ill his eonfcssiun Havachol ac- 
knowledged the uuirder of an old lienuil of 
Notre Dame dc; Grace. He acknowledged 
that he robbed tlie grave.-i of tlie cemeteries 
of valuables.

A rcvolutiijii i.-i not far distant and the rage 
and pas.Hicin long pent uji will oveillov.- at 
last." iliMiii,' (jiiestii)iie(l about, the last two 
cxpIosioiKi ."he said: " 1 tliink dviiauiite a 
very llioughtliil and considerate agent only 
lo be exploded when the magistrates were 
about. Tlio principle on wliicli tlio piop:i- 
ganda acts is that il should be employed in 
the service of the right. Tho next revolu- 
tion cannot be accomplished without force. 
As to explosions, a re.a! anarchist would liave 
suooeededin killing a judge, or asubstitute at 
least, and not have made so many mistakes. 
In times of revolution, such as the present, 
everyone must give and take life without 
fear or reihoisc. Tho 1st of .May will be a 
deiiioiiatratiou— a louder expression of in- 
dignation than to-day — and who can tell 
wliat agitation may result in, or tlie day 
may Ijring forth. Perhaps'a general blow 
may be struck, forced by the suli'orings of 
the people. Tho day of revolution ia not fur 
distant." Louise, though now 0'2 years old, 
is still as full of the gospel of force as 
when she led the bloody riot .of the Com- 
mune.

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
« Ottawa, Ont., March 31. — Twenty mem- 
bers of Parliament, representing Central 
Ontario constituencies, interviewed Hon. 
Haggurt, and urged a liberal appropriation, 
thia session, for the construction of a por- 
tion of tlio Trent Valley (/'anal. 

H. W . Browie, private secretary to 
Speaker White, has been appointed deputy 
sergeant-at-arms in the House of Commons. 

Tlie Senate has decided to extend the time 
for the presentation of petitions for private 
bills until April 14th. 

The House of Commons Committee on 
Privileges and Elections met, this morning, 
to consider the Welland case. Newspaper 
men were requested to leave tho room. 
Mr. German, whoso right to sit in Parlia- 
ment, is (juestioned, had received formal 
notification from the clerk of the Committee 
to attend, and was also informed that tho 
meeting waa held specially to deal with his 
case. Notwilhstaudiiig the dual intiuiation, 
ho failed to bo on hand. It ia believed 
that Ilia ubateiilion was due. to premeditated 
action on the part of llio Grila, wlio cvi 
dnntly desired to delay the proceedings. 
.Several Conservatives protested against tlie 
lilibuatering taolica of tho Grits; and 
eventually it waa decided to adjourn until 
next Tuesday. On Monday the Supremo 
Court will render its judgment iu tho matter 
of iMr. Gorman's disqualification. 

Tlio annual report of the Jlinister of In- 
land Revenue waa issued, to-day, and shows 
that the total omount of revenue accrued 
last year verged on 87,000,000, a decrease 
of $800,000, as compared with 1890. The 
principal decrease was in the revenue from 
spirits, which amounted to over $1,000,000. 
The quantity of spirits produced, last year, 
was -1,397,000 gallons, proof, as compared 
witli 0,000,000 previously. The amount en- 
tered for consumption showed a corrcapond- 
ingly largo decrease. On July 1, last, tho 
distillers wore holding 12,500,000 gallons of 
spirits in stock, the largest quantity ever 
held in the Dominion. 

Mr. Samuel Wilmbt, Fishery Commis- 
sioner, returned to tbe city to-day from 
Britisli Columbia. Behig asked as to the 
trouble between himself and the salmon 
canners, Mr. Wilniot said he went out to 
British Columbia with thejntention of doini; 
his duty, and with the desire to arrive at 
conclusions which would benefit the cannera 
of the country at large, and not of that com- 
munity. An interim report on the workings 
of the fishery regulations has been handed 
to Hon. Mr. Tupper by the commissioner, 
and it is expected that the Government will 
take action without delay on the subject. 

Tho supplementary estimates were pre- 
sented to-night. The total amount to be 
voted is SS97,000. Tho only Britisli Colum- 
bia item is S.5,000, required for working the 
K.squimalt dock. It is understood parlia- 
ment will be asked ti vote S!.'iO,000 to 
defray tho expenses of the Canadian exliibit 
at Chicago, next year. 

Jlembera who diil not care to remain in 
the Houao, after midnight, had more fun 
than at any previous sitting thia year. 
Messages were sent to all tho hotels and 
boarding houses to tell tlic mcmbera who 
had gono home tliat tlio division bells were 
ringing and tlioy were to hurry fip to the 
House. Many rose from their beds in hot 
haste. They ran and rushed up to the 
House onlv to be greeted by shrieks of 
laughter from a crowd in the lobbies anil to 
learn that it was All Fnols' day. 

The House speut llie greater part of to- 
ilay's sitting in supply. .Sir .lolin TlioMp- 
son announced that the report of the civil 
service commission will bo presented to the 
House within a month. 

The proposition to abolish the Senate 
reading-room Was negatived. 

A general discussion took place regarding 
superannuations. Mr. Foster annouucTl 
that tlic Government intended to revise tiie 
superannuation system on the basis of the 
report of the civil service commission.

A private telegram from Ottawa, yeater- 
lay, announced tliat the petition of tho 
Nelson and Fort .Slieppard liailway Com- 
pany for a Dominion cluirier, would prob- 
ably be thrown cut by tbe Railway Com- 
mittee. 

Tho Nelson and Fort .Sheppard Railway 
is what- tlie people of ICootenay are looking 
to for speedy connection with the outside 
world, and no one more clearly presents the 
advantages to be derived by the building 
of tho road, than does Air. John Houston, 
of Houston & Ink, proprietors of the Nelson 
Miner, and one of the solid men of Nelson. 
Mr. Houston is now paying Victoria a visit, 
and in conversivtion, last evening, with a 
Coi.oKisT reporter, gave many interesting 
particulars of the railway projeei. 
Despite the failure to get ihe 
Dominion charter, with the auhsidy 
of $3,'J00 a mile attached, the road will be 
built, and built this Bummcr, if the promo- 
ters get the land grants of 10,000 acres per 
mile they have asked for. Mr. 1). C. Cor- 
bin, of tho Great Northern, h>ia spoken de- 
cisively on thia point, promising, in black 
and white, "wo will build tho road this 
summer if tho grants are obtaiu'jd." 

'Of the liind that is asked Jorin alternate 
blocks," says Mr. Houston, "there ia not 
one acre in every 10,000 that is suitable for 



agrioultnral purposes, in the whole length 
of the projected road— 05 miles. The coun- 
try' is .all mountainous, and yet oonstructioD 
will not be. . difiBoult, as . the: rail- 
way can. follow: V; the.,, little,, streams, : 
which seeni to show the way. Without the 
land grants, Mr. Corbin acknowledges there 
would be difHculty in selling tho bonds ; 
with them, he could go ahead at once. And 
once tho Nelson and Fort Sheppard is built, 
the C. P. B. is bound to oom'e-in as . ii cdm- . 
petitive lino. 

"The merchants of Victorin, Vancouver 
and Westminster will bo just as much bene- 
fitted by the new road as tho people of Nel- 
son, for tho latter will come to the Coast 
cities of tho province to buy goods, when 
they can have their orders shipped in car- 
load lots, without breaking bulk. It hius 
been said that the road to the south being: 
built, the people of Nelson would all go to 
.Spokane to buy their goods. 'I'liia is not so. 
Tho Kootenay people are like uU others ; 
they will buy in the best marltet, and they 
will not pay a heavy duty on American 
goods if t hey can help it. 

"At present, for nine months in the j'ear, 
Nelaon ia sliut out from tliu world, and the 
only comuiunication is by horseback- route. 
Capitalists wil' not go in as long as this con- 
dition of allairs lasts, and witnout capital 
tlio country cannot prosper, no matter how 
rich its resources may be." 

Mr. Ilouaton advises laboring men anil 
mecha'nics to keep away from the Kootenay; 
country, for a time at least, and also has ■ 
word for prospectors — prospecting oonnob'. 
be carried on to advantage until' 
the middle of May. Of Iiis own 
busy little town, he speaks in terms 
of pride and affection. "There ia ono 
thing about Nelaon," ho observes, "it ha» 
tho best liotel accommodation of any town 
of its aize on the continent of North Amer- 
ica; I make no exceptions." 



IMPOSSIBLE TO ESTIMATE. 



Extent of Loss of Life and Property 
at Mandalay Cannot be 
Computed. 



Tliousauda of Families Without Food 
or Shelter— Whole Households 
Cremated. 



London, March 31. — A despatch fron> 

Calcutta says that tho fire at Mandalay 
originated in the vicinity of tho Catholic 
achool. It spread to Dyer'a brewery,, 
thence along the atreet of the native houses. 
Those flimsy wooden structures caught firo- 
in rapid succession, until miles of . streets 
were blaze. .The, dispatch makes 
no mention of'V-the loss of life . 
and does not say Jrom" what source or by'-'' 
what means the news reached Calcutta* 
The fire burned itself out after causing im- 
mense damage. To-day, there were two 
fres'o outbreaks, the first waa in tho eastern 
part of the city, and had its origin iu a 
cluster of huts. Tho flames spread one 
mile, when tlie wind cliangod and drove 
them back to the law courts. Thence they 
extenued towards the incomparable pagoda, 
destroying a number of ' large and 
valuable pagodaa. To-night, a thud fire 
has just broken out in tlie British canton- 
ment, and the flames are raying furiously. 
It is impossible to form an estimate of th& 
mono.y loss, but it will bo immense. 

Rantjoon, March 31. — The latest dis- • ■ 
patches from Mandulay sny that scores of 
lives, by yesterday's five, were lost, but no ; 
accurate coir.putation can yet be made.',' 
Thousands of families, without food or 
cover, spent last night in tho fields. There 
ia much suffering, and bodies of whole fam- 
ilies have been found iu the ruins of tbeirl' 
iiomes.

easterns Receipts as Usual Are Heavy 
— New Residences in Every 
Fart of the City. 



With tho close of another month comes 
the usual bundle of statistics, interesting 
and instructive, as showing the health, 
commercial and otherwise, of the Capital 
City. Figures are generally dry, but tbe 
■"^statistics for March," will well repay 
.reading. Returns from tho Collector of 
Inland Revenue and from the Gity Librar- 
ian, cannot bo given until to-morrow. 

During tlie month now dead and gone, 
thirteen births were recorded within tho 
limits of the city of Victoria ; ten marriage 
licenses— a small showing— were issued by 
Sheriflf McMillan ; and twenty-one inter- 
ments were made in Ross Ray Cemetery. 
•Of these latter, eleven were white males, 
-■the majority under .So years of uge, seven 
"ivliite females, and three Chinese. 

Over one hundred new buildings, includ- 
ing several line business blocks in the heart 
of tho city, but made up principallj' of 
tottage homes, which are going up in every 
section of town, have been commenced 
within tho past thirty days, and the build- 
'ing activity will now continue through the 
-entire sununer. Tho majority of the new 
■houses are for the owners' occupation, and 
• ranee in value from SHOO to S;f,000. 

Tho niunber of drunks in the police court 
hos boon noticeably less, and tho receipts 
for the month iu fines and costs, 5i,'!'J2, 
away below any recent month. The 
officials ascribe tho dullness in police cir- 
cles to the operation of tho Suuduy Closing 
.Act, which has brought down the number 
-of Slinday'ond Monday drunks to less than 
.one- third of their old strength. The sum- 
maiy of tirrcsts, by the dUy pblioe, is given 
hereunder: Drunks, 24; larceny, 5; safe- 
keeping, 2; resisting an oflicerof police, 1;

Tho Full Court on EniDloyers' lie- 
sponsibilities and the Duties 
of an Employe. 



Tho Judgment of Mr. Justice Drake 
Concurring With His Brother 
Judges. 



'i'lie judKineuls o( the Chief Justice, Mr. Jus- 
tice Crease, and Jlr. Justice \Vall;uni, iu this 
iiniiorlaiit case, liaviug already been published 
in tlio Coi.uNisr, thatof Mr. Justice Drake is 
now Kiven below, space not porniittinK its pub- 
lication before. 

DiLMCU, J.— Tlio principlo involved in tlio re- 
lation of master and servant is, that wlien a 
servant onuaKcs to serve a master, lio imiilicit- 
ly, as between liiiiiiiell' and liia Liiiployer, nnder- 
tnkea to run all lliu ordinary risks arising from 
the not,'liKence of his fellow workmen, and a 
fellow workman iucludi-3 a foreman. On the 
oilier hand, the emiiloyer. iiiipliedly, nudor- 
lakes that iho mucliinery and plant shall not lie 
in such a defective coiidiLioii as to cause injury 
to the servant, and lhal his fciruiran shall, as 
far as he know.^, be competent for his position. 
If lie is incomiiotent, to Lho knowledKC of the 
employer, this Is considered as nogllKenoo ou 
the part of tho employer, and will kIvo rise to 
ri^ht of action, in case nn Injury arises from 
such ineoiiipetenoy. An omployur cannot sot 
u|i as a defence to an action for iujury sustain- 
ed, that, whether or not tho servant Icnew of 
the defect, be contracted to tako tho risk on 
himsolf; and an omployor, who chooses to act 
as foicninu, is responsible for liis neKlinence, if 
suoli iicKliKence is the cause of injury. On the 
other liand. if iho risk ia known to tho work- 
man, and he voluntarily undertakes tho risk, 
appreciating the (iiinH;ur, t licii. in the absence 
01 iieKlik'ence on the owner's part, tho workman 
is broui^ht. within the maxim volitnti iioii tit 
iiijiin'ti, and if injured lie cannot recover. On 
examining tho findings of the jury I do not sue, 
anywhere, that tho plaintilf knew of the rislf, 
and voluntarily incurred tho danger. Tho jury 
have found that tho slant in the roUway was 
dangorous. and that it w.is of such a nature 
that tho master, or suporintcndent (which 
means manugor) ought to have known, if hcdid 
not actually Know, of the existence of tho de- 
fect. The rollwny was conslruoted with a slant 
of live to seven inches in twelve feet, and was 
so consl.ruetcd under the defendant's direction. 
Under llicso uii'i.'umsiances the dofeiidant, 
Wflisler. wlio was foreman, if lie did not know, 
ought to have known, of tho slant, and that it 
was a source of danger. The jiuy further lind 
that tho plaintiir did not know of the slant, 
and there is nt) lliiding of contribu- 
tory negligence on his part. But, 
even if he did know, his knowleot'o would 
only ho a part to bo considered by the jury, 
with all tlio oilior circumstances in determin- 
ing tho question whether or not the plaintilf 
brought tho accident on to himself. Tho jury 
havo found that tho accident arose from two 
causes— defective chock blocks, and the slant in 
the rollway; one cause was known to the plain- 
tilf and llio other not. It Is iinpossiblo to say 
how much of tho accident; was due to eitlier 
cause. It is quite probable tliat if tho rollway 
liad been horizontal, tho defeetivo chock 
would not havo boon so inatoiiHl, anrl, on the 
oilier hand, it is possible it the bloclcs had been 
sound, and of proper eonstniction, tliey would 
have prevented tho logs from rolling; but the 
jury havo also found that it was owlngto Wub- 
stor's negligenco tliat the plaintilf sustained 
tliii injury he now tues for. I think it is snf - 
lleiontly shown that tho injury was caused by 
a breach of the duty which the plaintiff owed 
to tho plaint id" In not having tho rollway in a 
safe condition. I can't say that there is not 
evidence sulUcionL tosustain this lindiiigof the 
defendant's personal negligence, and under the 
principles laid down in Jicl' v. (^uartermain, 
18, i; li. I). 7S,5. 1 think the judgiiienl of the 
learned judge is right, and that tho plaintill' is 
entitled to the judgment he has got. If tho 
apjiellanta de.-iied to question the ruling of 
the learned judge on tho anirndments allowed 
by him, tliat would be a ground for an applica- 
tion for a new trial on aceutint of misdirection, 
which cannot he dis.;ussed ou the present 
appeal. If the defendants desired to move for 
a new trial, the procedure is by rule or order 
iii.ti, under order 33— and tho respondents 
would then know what part they would have 
10 meet, while this appeal Is, in fact, limited to 
the iiuostion whether or not the judgment of 
tho learned judge, on tho lindings of the jury 
is right. I am of opinion that tho judgment is 
right, and the appeal should bo dismissed with 
costs.

Tho {ollowing is tho pnSEago of tho Dadgot 
speech, in which tho Finance Jlinistor kIvos an 

account of tlia conforcnco which tho Dominion 
delcKatca bnd with Scorctary Blaine and Gen- 
oral Foster on the subject of reciprocity in trade 
between the United Stales and tho Dominion 
0/ Canndn: 

On tho lOtli of February of this year, by ap- 
pointment ot tho Socretiry of stale, a delega- 
tion from tho Canadian government wont to 
WnshinKton and met tho Sorotary of State in 
contcronce. I may say this, and I think it is 
nothinK moro than right to say it, that Jtr. 
Blnino met \ia with tho greatest kindness .and 
the greatest courtesy. Aiiliough not in ihe en- 
joyment o£ robust noallli in ilio midst of llie 
uusy duties of asessionot' congress, in tlie midst 
of dipiomatic corresiiondcnco ot n wuiglity and 
grave cliaracler, ho gave up liis lime to tlio 
delcKation from Canada, au<lfor(lve Huccessive 
days mel tlieui In I'lUi anil frank aiul prolonged 
confevenco upon tlie varioun points trcalecl of 
between the iwo. i will say nothiiigasrcfards 
tho other points discussed, which luive been 
more or less fully laid before purlianieiit; but 
witl; reference to lliu discussion au'l oulcomo 
of the trade question, 1 think it my duty to 
mako parliumttnt acquainted witli what took 
place and the resulta that canio therofroni. In 
confcrenco with Mr. Ulaino, tho Canadian de- 
legation pro])osed as a basis for negoti'ilioiis 
tho rec!p}Ocity trcaly of ISjl. Willi such modi- 
flcalioiia an 1 cxtcnsiODs as tho changed condi- 
tion ot tlie country inisht reiuiernecessary or 
desirable. '1 liey pressed the conclusion of a 
' treaty uiion thai basis. They wore met with 
the rc|ily from ^Ir. lilaino that a prui)03.il loul;- 
ing to a treaty based upon na'.ural products 
alone had not in it the essential elements of re- 
ciprocity 80 far as tlio United States w-as con- 
corned, and conseiiucntiy they wore unab o to 
entertain it. lie raised tho question, aa did 
also Ueucral Foster, who was nis coacljutor in 
tho conference, aa to whether we .were pre- 
pared to ranko ii proposal which would go 
wider tlinn nalurnl products and take in and 
include a general reoiprooily in mauufnclured 
arlieles as well. When that point camo up tlie 
Canadian delegation iinmertialoly raised the 
question and discussed it fully and freely with 
jMr. Ulaine aa to what would be tlio necessary 
conditiuna ot such a reciprocity. Did it mean 
that we wore lu give the United States pro- 
ducts a manifest preferential treatment in our 
country and discriminate against like articles 
from Ureat Uriuiiu and other parts of tho 
World I Tho reply came, after a full discussion 
ot tlie mat^r, that a reciprocity would not 
have any coniponsatinf; advantages to tho 
United States unless they wore given prefer- 
ential treatment in our markets, especially 
against Grt-Vit IJiitaiii, who was their chief com- 
petitor in nearly every line of inanufaclured 
products; that under any acheuie of reciia-o- 
city wliicli would be looked favorably Upon the 
United .States would coniiiete with Caniuiian 
manufacturoia in Canadian inarkets on even 
terms, but with no others. Well, when that 
point was reached a discussion took jilaco as to 

THE DII TICULTIKS TO IlK MKT 
by Canada in subscribing to a treaty of that 
kind, and they woro fully and frankly laid 
before Jlr. Ulaino. Thoy were in brief these : 
That in going intoatreaty of that kind Canada 
would stand to lose wliat we could less alford 
to lose than the United States, namely, a con- 
siderable proportion ot our rovenuo. First of 
all there was eight ratlllons or so which we col- 
lected upon products from tho United States 
imported into Canada, and, Becondiy,a cliniinu- 
tion, whatever it might bo, which would result 
from the smaller importation of manufactured 
goods from tho ouLside world owing to the 
competition and euirancu tree of duty into our 
own country of United States manufactured 
goods. Thereupon Mr. lllaiue raised the (lues- 
tion as to whether wo had not other methods 
of taxation. Wo explained to liim that we 
had a method of Internal revenue the same as 
they hail, upon which he remarked that in a 
treaty ot this kind tho inland rovenuo duties 
. upon Ihiuors and tobaccos would require to be 
equalized, and that immediately brought up 
the point tliat If they were eiiuali/.ed and the 
Uniied Slates were not willing to lift theirs up 
to our rate Canada would stand to lose a large 
proportion of revenue in oxciao duties, inas- 
much as our rates are much higher than those 
of the United States. Wo also pointed out tho 
grave dilllculty wliloh mot us in considering a

with whom, na a colony, we had close and 
valued relations, and of tho disadvautage of 
throwing ii cordon of discrimination about our- 
selves against the wliolo world with the excep- 
tion of tlie United Sljites. Wo raised that 
question after a full and fair discussion of our 
ditticulties, and presented them plainly and 
fairly. At; th .t point another question camo 
up. It was t his, supposing that Canada woro 
willing to discriininato against tho goods of 
Great liritaiu and tho outside world on tnis 
proposed busis of a treaty, who should flx the 
aiscriniination and what should bo themeasure 
of that difciiiniiiation f Asa ))0int in i|UCstiou 
the article of wool and woollens was instanced, 
in wliieli llio duties upon the law materials 
varied in both counirius as well as the duties 
upon tho manufactured goods. .Mr. lilaiae ad- 
mitted nt onco 111 It this was a vital point; that 
the United States had its policy ot protection, 
and eavo largo protection to both wool and 
woolTon goods, and that unless this vital point 
were (juarded, there would ho no security to 
tho United suites on the one hand against 
smuggling along a frontier line tlireo thoiisiind 
miles in extent, and no security on the other

T,HE NELSON AND FORT SEEP 
PARD. 

It is understood that pressure is being 
brought to bear against the granting of tho 

Nelson iind Fort Sheppartl Railway charter 
;it Ottawa. We believe that if the meinbera 
of the Railway Committee undoratood the 
circumstances of the district they would 
rprinrt favorably upon tho meaaure. 
Two years ago it was thought that 
it was not in the interest of the province to 
assist in the coiistruotiou of that road, be- 
cause it was apprehended tliat it v/ould 
cause trade to be diverted to tlie United 
Slates. The necessity for opening up the 
country at ouco has siuuo become 
so urgent that this is looked 
flpon as but a trifling draw- 
back. Tho merchants of tho province 
liaving tho tariff in their favor, need not 
fear American conipelition. Kvery settler 
actual and intending, is crying out for 
caihv ay accommodation. Business men sea 
that a railroad is the one thing needful to 
make trade with tho* district profitable. 
Many who formerly opposed tho construc- 
tion of the Kelson and Fort Shcppard road, 
aro now eager advocates for its construction. 
It is greatly to be hoped that the Legisla- 
ture will give the grant of laud asked for. 
The immediate construotioa of the road will. 
- be of such great advantage to tho district 
and the province, that tho least the Legis- 
lature can do to encourage it, is to give it 
land, which, unless it is opened up by a 
railroad, will not be available for very 
many ysara to como for any purpose 
whatever. 



SECTIONALISM. 



The debate on Mr. Eborts' Bill showed 
that sectionalism still stands in the way of 
the establishment of a University. It was 
hoped that at the lost meeting of tho 
friends of university education in Victoria, 
the hatchet of sectionalism was buried 
so deep that it would be impossible, or at 
■any rate very difEcult, to disinter it. But 
we see that it is yet above ground and in a 
condition to do mischief. The gentlemen 
who BO cleverly managed, last summer, to 
.place, as they thought, tho government of 
the University in tho hands of Mainland 
ineu, worked Ijetter or rather worse than 
they know. It is seen that they sowed tlie 

-«eeds of distrust in the minds of Island 
men who, now that the bill is again before 
the Legislature, are unwilling to put it in 
their power to place them again in a hope- 
less minority. We must say that we are 
not surprised that they find it necessary to 
take this precaution, but every one must 
see. that its being necessary does not promise 
•well for the success of the institution. Be- 
fore a small province like this can support 
a college that is anything like respectable, 
all parts of it must unite cordially in main- 
taining it and in furthering its interests. 

.A Mainland Party and an Island I'arty 

' would be continually at cross purposes, and 
tho disagreements that would arise and tiic 

, jealousies that would be engendered, would 
hinder its growth and make it ineflfective. 
The canker of sectionalism must bo cut out 
before the University will begin to tlirive. 
How this operation is to be performed, is ut 

■.'this moment very difficult to see. 



fluiredfor the city's use. If the Indiana 
could have sold tho laud it would long ago 
have been purchased at high prices and 
have been made the sites of residences and 
business cstablislinients. As it is, it is an 
eyesore and an obstacle to progress. Im- 
provement reashes the reserve and there it 
must stop, because a few Indians choose to 
live on it in their primitive way. This 
should not bo. It is no kindness to leave 
the reserve in possession of the Indians, and 
it is a positive injury to tlie city to allow it 
to remaiu unimproved and uuimproveablo. 
' The Dominion Government should sell it 
to the city at a fair price. The money 
which it could get for the land could be 
made to do the Indians a hundred times 
more good than tliey can derive from the 
land, holding it as they do. Wo cannot 
sec why, under the circumstances, the Do- 
minion Government should hesitate a single 
moment in transferring the Songish reserve 
from those to whom its occupancy is a very 
serious injury, to those who would derive 
from its possession great benefit, particu- 
larly when it would, for making the trans- 
fer, receive, on behalf of its wards, a very 
valuable consideration. If the Minister of 
the Interior has any regard for the welforo 
of tho Indians, and if he has any desire to 
aid in the progress of Victoria, lie will use 
his interest witli tho Goverinnont to liave 
tliis very favorably situated tract of land 
made over to tlie corporation. There would 
not, we think, bo much difficulty in deter- 
mining upon what would he a fair price for 
the land. The labor and tho enterprise of 
tlio citizens have given it value, and the 
Clovernnient must see that it is only fair 
that the city should be able to purchase it 
on reasonable terms. 



THE INDIAN RESERVE. 

When laud was set apart for the Indians, 
the reserve was made for their benefit. It 
'was not supposed that they should over 
' hold land to their own injury and to the 
'detriment of the community in which they 
I might live. This is preoisely the case with 
•respect to the Indian reserve which is in- 
cluded within the limits of the city of 
\" ictoria. The land is of little use to tlie 
Indians, and their living so near tho town 
is to thcin a snare and a source of demoral- 
ization. Tho temptations of a city are too 
strong for even the Indian of British 
■Colu mbia. After living in the vicinity of 
a city for some time he and, sad to say, his 
whole family lose the virtues which dis- 
tinguished them when they were outside 
tlie sphere of its temptations, and they 
become, to a greater or less extent, vicious 
and degraded. The kindest and most 
judicious thing that the friend of the 
Indian could do for him would bo to remove 
him from a position so unsuitable in every 
way to his nature and his circumstances. If 
nothing was to be considered except tho 
-welfare of the Indian himself, ho 
'Ought to be taken from a neigli- 
bocbood in which he is certain to become 
<leterioratod, physically and morally, and 
vplacod amid surroundings more favorable to 
liis well-being. There can bo no question 
about this. The longer the Indians remain 
on the reserve the worse they will get, and 
the less able or willing to earn an honest 
and independent livelihood. ... 

But there are other considerations which 
'^ake their removal most desirable. Their 
Tfsidenco mi the roEcrve, situated where it 
i'l is a detriment, and a drawdmck to the 
city. As we have already suid, it is part of 
tho city, and, wo will add, a very valuable 
part. It GOOupioB a considerable sec-

TIME TO 00 TO WORK. 

It is a pity thut the City Council does not 
get down to business in right earnest. Tho 
diflieulties it creates for itself, and the mis- 
takes it makes, rejoice the hearts of those 
who biilicve that the citizens of Victoria are 
not fit to govern tiienisclves.aud that unless the 
dry nurses of tlio Legislature put it out of 
the power of tho Corporation to do mischief, 
the affairs of the city will go to wreck and 
ruin. Why do not the aldermen manage 
the ttflairs of tho city in the common sense 
way in whicli they transact their own busi- 
ii033\'' Tliere is nothing very intricate or 
very mysterious in the work of the City 
Council. Men who are not used to the cor- 
poration harness may find it a little trouble- 
some for a while, but they will soon get 
used to it. They should not bo too proud 
to learn, or to correct a mistake after thej' 
hive found that they hive committed one. 
In the matter of forms and usages they 
could not have a better man to direct them 
than the i^layor, and, in all such matters, iu- 
e.xperienccd councillors should be K^&d to fol- 
low his advice. It is easy to distinguish 
matters of form from matters of principle, 
and, as far as we can see, the principal 
causes of disagreement in tho Council relate 
to matters of form. For instance, what 
diff'oreuco does it make whether the minutes 
of the lost meotini; are adopted or not ? It 
is what the Councillors do at the meeting 
that is of consequence. A correct record 
should bo kept of course. But adopting tho 
minutes or the record cannot make a right 
act wrong or a wrong act right. It is, how- 
ever, not calculated to raise the Council in 
tho estimation of intelligent citizens to see 
a majority of it night ofter night, refusing 
to vote tho minutes of previous meetings 
correct. If the business clone at those meet- 
ings has been set down correctly all that re- 
mains to be done is to say so. If the Coun- 
cil sees that it has ma4e a mistake at any 
meeting, tho right thing and tho sensible 
thing to do is to correct the mistake in the 
proper way, and not to make a fuss about 
tho minutes. We trust, for the Council's 
own sake, that it will, under tho guidance 
of tlio Mayor, clear up its difficulties and 
make a fresh start. 



at bigamy. Wo have "heard too that they 
have, hero and there, interfered with tho 
liberty of the conscience of Christian Scien- 
tists. Tho man who conscientiously allowed 
his wife to dio for want of medical atten- 
dance that was plainly necessary was taken 
before a Court of law and if we do not mis- 
take punished. Would Professor Eliot call 
this persecution ? Would ho throw tho 
shield of toleration over murder as well as 
bigamy ?

Hut if one of those pious people allowed a 
member of his family to die or to grow up 
a cripple because it v/as against his con- 
ficieuco to call in a doctor, is ho to be held 
guiltless by society ? 

Then tho Mormons have considered it 
their duty before now to put out of the way 
men who wore obnoxious to them, alleging 
that thoy had tho command of tno Lord so 
to do. Were those massacres, committed 
in the cause of religion, not murders ? The 
peo|)Ie were killed according to the dictates 
of the Mormons consciences, Were their 
acts, therefore, "privileged t" 

A ClIANOE OP TONE. ' 

It is very evident that the Now York 
Sun has no faith in the validity of the 
claim of tho United States to tho sovereignty 
of ]5ohring Soa. Usually the litigant takes 
too sanguine a view of his own case. He 
sees its strong points clearly, and he is 
blind to its defects, liut the Sun, before 
the case has been placed in arbitration, has 
thrown up the sponge. This is the more 
singular, as it hns been all along one of the 
atauncliest advocates of the American 
claim. It spoke of the right of tho United 
States to drive all sealing vcasela out of 
Behring Sea as undoubted. It denounced 
the British Columbia seal hunters as pirates 
and robbers. But now, when the claim 
which it asserted so strongly is to be 
placed before competent and impartial 
arbitrators, it raises a dismltl outcry and 
declares that the United States has been 
betrayed, and tbut the award is certain to 
bo adverse to its claims. "On every point,' 
it whines, "the United States will be turned 
out of court a defeated and expropriated 
party." How does it know this? The 
answer is not far to seek. It is convinced, 
and has been convinced all along, that the 
United States has no case. Its confident 
assertions, its br..;;2'''to< "^'"^ ''•^ bullying 
liave been mere bluff, and it now hastens to 
anticipate the defeat which it knows, and 
has from the first known, is inevitable. It 
hopes to he' able to make its readers believe 
tliut the adverse award will be owing to the 
mismanagement of tho Harrison Administra- 
tion, and not to the inherent unsoundness 
of the American case. This may be very 
smart, and may, perhaps, help to save the 
credit of the Sun, but it is a sliallow device 
and the very reverse of honest.

A LITTLE TOO LIBERAL. 

] 'resident Kliot, of Harvard University, 
cs'ideully believes that he ought to be "all 
things to all men," for when be was at Salt 
Lake City, the other day, he talked to the 
Mormons as if the)' were persecuted saints. 
He compared them to the Pilgrim Fathers, 
who sull'ered so much and oacriliced so much 
to bo able to worship God in tho way-tiiey 
thought best. He said to his much-married 
hearers, "Here in this valley has risen the 
question of religious liberty. In Massachu- 
setts all churches are equd before the law.' 
There is no reason why tliis rcligiuus liberty 
may not be enjoyed in all (;tiier Slates and 
Territories as well as in Mnasueliubeita. 
Hero you founded a colony that you niiglit 
worship God according to the dictates of 
your conscience." 

If the Mormons differed from other de- 
noniinalions in a matter of worship only, it 
is certain that thoy would never have been 
persecuted. There is as wide a toleration 
in the United States as there is in any 
country in the world. But are there to be no 
bounds to toleration ? The Mormons beliovo 
that it is right for men to have more wives 
than one. Is that a matter of worship? In 
the State of Massachusetts if a man, wlietlier 
Mormon or Mahometan, marries a second 
wife while his first wife is alive and undi- 
vorced, ho is liable to , be prosecuted and 
punished as a criminal. Can that which is 
regarded as a crime in Maaaaohusetts 
be considered a praiseworthy act of 
" worship " in Utah '.' If it is 
riglit and necessary to prosecute a bigamist 
in Mastaohusetta as an enemy to society, 
ia it an offence against religious freedom 
to prosecute tho man who has committed 
exactly tho same olfenoo, or a much M'orao 
one, in Salt Lake City ? ^\ o woulil lilte 
to bear how Professor Kliot reconciles liis 
tlicory inSalt Lulcc City with the practice of 
tho desccudauta of tho I'uritans in Boston. 

This matter of toleration is a rather diffi- 
cult one. The Americans, it appears, al-

A special meeting of iho Hoard of Trus- 
tees of the Royal Jubilee Hospital was held, 
last evening, in the Board of Trade rooms, 
for the purpose of considering tho report of 
the committee on sewerage. There were 
present : President Daviea (in tho chair), 
Messrs. Flumorfelt, Yates, Wilson, Hay- 
ward, Chudley, Brown, Byrnes, Braverinan, 
Shotbolt, and Dr. Richardson. 

The report of tho Sewerage committee 
was as follows : 

" Your committee beg to report that they 
have examined into the drainage system at 
the hospital, and find tho great urgeucy that 
exists for some sanitary arrangements re- 
garding solid and liquid sewerage, and that 
immediate steps must be taken to remedy, 
at least, the latter. 

"We find that it is impossible to have a 
aowerago system of all the matter by drain- 
age, unless the corporation undertakes tlie 
worlc. Anything done in this matter, unless 
connection bo made with tho city sewage 
system, costing $43,000, or b/ cremating, 
oatimated say $4,000, must be considered 
only of a temporary nature. 

"We have, through Mr. Mohun, coni- 
municated with Mr. Engle as to cost of 
crematory. A system carrying awuy the 
liquids to Cadboro' Bay Road, the only out- 
let available, would cost, owing to much 
rock and high levels, more than would bo 
prudent to incur, in view of it being only a 
temporary relief. 

"Your coniniittee recommend that the 
memorandum and special committee's report 
of last year upon sewage be ag,-du hrought 
forward, and, in their opinion, the best and 
most eir^ctive method will be cremation. ' 

'J'he incniorandum and report referred to 
were read. They- ilirccted attention to tho 
defective sewerage system, and recom- 
mended that immediate steps be takeu to 
remedy the evil. 

.Mr. I'.yriiea said that the case had been 
taken up very fully by the comniittee. 
They thought at lirst they could do tho 
work very cheaply, but subseijuent investi- 
gation showed that this economy would 
but afford temporary relief. They could 
dispose of the liquid mutter by running 
through Mr. Kitliel's laud, which waa eh- 
jectionable. Mr. Engle, the patentee of 
the crematory system adopted in Vancouver, 
had been communieitcd with as to the 
probable cost of erecting a crematory at the 
hospital, which'would bo capable of treat- 
ing about 4,000 gallons per day. Tho 
subject of improving tho preaent aowerago 
system of the hospital, waa one which 
could not be much longer deferred. 

Mr. Hayward asked if any estimate had 
been made as to the cost of running tho 
crematory if established. 

Mr. Byrnes replied in the affirmative. It 
would not be much. 

The president explained the working of 
the crematory in operation in Vancouver. 
He understood that for about SG,000 a 
crematory could be established in the 
hospital. This would give all the boiler 
heating capacity re(juired for the hospital, 
and would bo suliicient to warm 
the buiUling and run the laundry. 
At present tho laundry work coat 
about $\'-') per mouth, the heating was 
faulty, and the present sewerage system 
was decidedly defective. .Something .should 
be done, and that at once, in the matter. 
'Ihe (|ueatioii was, were they to adopt the 
crematory system, and, if so, how was the 
money to be raised. Would the members 
of the Board uivc their porbiiiial security, or 
would they mortgage the French hospital 
property to raise the money. 

.Mr. Hayward did not favor the creuiatorj- 
system, because he conaidered it would be 
too expensive. He had estimated that the 
sewerage of the hospital could bo brought 
to the Cadboro Bay road, for about SI, 000. 

Mr. Wilson quoted from the American 
Architect and Building News, an article 
fav.,riiig sub surface irrigation, by George 
F. Waring, sanitary engineer. He favored 
such a system as the one described, on the 
ground of its cheapness and effectiveness. 

Dr. Richardson did not approve of the 
drainage system, holdiug that it could not 
l.'e worked satisfactorily on the hospital 
grounds. It would be positive donger to 
have the lauds saturated with sewerage 
which was bound to iioUute the waters of 
of the district. 

After a good deal of discussion it w.is 
decided to call upim the committee for a 
further report, and an ealiniate of the cost 
of such systems as might be approved of.

THIRTY-NINTH DAY. 

TitnasDAY, Maroh 31, 1802. 
Tbe Speaker took the Chair at 2 o'oloofc, 

TUB m'LEOO COMUIiraKE. 

Hon. Mb. Robsok Btated that early in 
the present session a select committee of tho 
House bad been appointed to enquire into 
the.'oiceatnstances connected with the can- 
cellation of the certificate to teach, formerly 
held by Mr. John F. MeLeod,- and, as it 
was now getting late in the session, he (Mr. 
Robaon) would like to know how soon a 
report might be expected. He '. might say, 
without any breach of -confidence, that he 
had repeatedly urged the members of that 
ooniinittee to got their work done as soon 
lis possible, as it waa nob desirable to let 
the thing hang lire. 

Col. B.VKKii, lis cliairman of the com- 
tnittce, said that the majority report was 
ready for preseutatiou, bvit there wero to 
bo two minority reports as well, and the 
membera of the comuutteo who wero _ to 
make the minority reports, seemed to find 
great ditiioulty in doing bo. 

Mil. Kituiii:k said that the reason a 
minority report was not presented, was 
' that he had been busy. 

CLAIMS OF JOUN CEOSS. 

Mr. KiTciiK.N preaented a report from a 
select committee of the House appointed to 
enquire into the petition of John Cross. 
Report held over. 

KK UKKr-.SKA t'lSUEKIES. 

Mil. HoiiNK presented a petition from ihe 
British Columbia Fialiing and Trading Co., 
asking that in the passage of bills Gl and 013 
their rights be protected. Read and re- 
ceived. 

QUESTION'S nV MKMBKBS. 

Mr. Sevi.i.s- uskcd the Hon. the Finance 
Minister if all the papers ineoniiection with 
the deep-sea liaheries bill had been laid be- 
fore the House 1 Ho was especially deairous 
of seeing a copy of tho proposed agreement 
to be entered into between tho flovernnieiit 
of British Columbia and the mercantile com- 
pany. 

Hon. Mk. Davik replied that this matter 
had been very fully gone into the other day. 
The agrRement would he between the Im- 
porial Government and the company, and 

■ this being the case it was impossible to sub- 
mit even a draft of the agreement. Hon. 
members might, however, rest assured that 

' the interests of tho fishermen and of the 
province would bo well protected. This was a 
guarantee, he said, that the righta of tho 
: settlers would be protected, as the Imperial 
Gov6mment wotild not be a party to any 
agreement which would not serve this end. 
;.' Dk. Milne said he hod intended to ask 
the same question. Unless tho fullest in- 
- formation were given there would probably 
-. be a great and prolonged debate. 

THE OATHS BILL. 

Tho House went into Committee of the 
Whole on tho Oatha Bill, Mr. Nason in the 
chair. Committee rose and reported the 
bill complete with amendments. 

BREEDING STOCK ACT. 

Mr. Rogers introduced a bill to amend 
the Breeding' Stock Act. Read a first time; 
second reading Monday. 

OFFICIAI. SIEKOaKAFHERS ACT. 

Hon. Mb. DAaie moved the second read- 
ing of a bill to amend " an act to provide 
an official stenographer for the Supreme and 
County Courts." Ho explained that the 
new system waa to enable the ofBcial sten- 
ographer to be paid by salary and fcea aa 
well, and it would then be necesssary for him 
to have a staff that would bo able to handle 
any case that might come up. In short, 
tho chango waa to enable tho adoption of a 
scheme of stenographic court reporting that 
would meet the growing needs of tho pro- 
vince. 

The bill was read a second time ; to be 
committed on Friday. 

SALT SPBISO AOBICCLTUR.\l, aoCtETY HILL. 

The House went into committee of the 
whole on the Salt Spring Agricultural 
Society Bill. Reported complete without 
amendments. Read a third time and 
passed. 

DKKl' SKA I'lSlIEKIKS. 

Mr. Semli.n' resumed tho adjourned 
debate on bill No. (jl, fc Rottleiiient of 
. fishermen on tho seaboard of British Colum 

■ bia. He still complained that the (lovern- 
ment had not yet placed aufiicient infor- 
mation before the House, at any rate not as 
much information aa the House was 
entitled to. The scheme was, he said, put 
forward by the promoters in glowing terms, 
and it waa apparent from what had been 
said that the Government had not taken 
into consideration any such idea as that of 
failure. He (Mr. Semlin) would be pleased 

' and gratified to see the seaboard of the 
. province settled by a loyal people, 
and ' also would like to see tho deep 
seal fisheries developed. But thcro was 
a great chance of failure. He was 
free to admit that, if tbe scheme waa the 
great succoas it was hoped by members of 
the Goveriimens it would he, there would 
be great cause for gratification; but, on the 
other hand, should the scheme turn out a 
failure, the very reverse would be tho case. 
If a ciilumitous failure resulted, the present 
Legislature would be looked upon as any- 
thing but shrewd and far-sighted. Failure 
would mean a heavy drag upon the pro- 
vince in years to come. lie wanted further 
to know who would be resiionsible for the 
colonists, who would build scIiooIh for 
tiieni, supply them with iloctors, etc. 
Would tiie Colonists ijo compolled to deal 
with the Couunercial compaDy entirely, ami 
be compelled to buy and sell from that con- 
cern? Certainly the object of the Com- 
mercial Co. was to nudte money, and, if they 
did not make it out of the Colonists, who 
would' they make it out of '.' Another objee- 

' . tion ho had was to assisted euiigration, 
which was never successful. The pioneer 

^ V who succeeded was the one who waa self- 
reliant, and would not give in to ordinary 
difficulties. On the whole, the scheme 
was a dangerous one to the province. He 
would like to see tbe agreement brought 
down to the House, Withoat this, further 
discussion should be deferred. 
Col. Baker said that he regarded the 

. 7 ^ BcHemo as one of preeminent importance, 
aa he believed it was tho firat time in the 
history of British Cohnubia tlint the Legis- 
lature had been called upon to deal witli'the 
subject of assisted emigration. If the 
present Echemc should ])rovc to be a failure 
that would be urged for all time to come as 
a riiaaon why similar schemes should not be 
considered. Under the bills at present bo- 
fore the House it waa objectively the object 
of the (iovernment to develop tlie deep sua 
fisheries, and subjectively to do this by 
means of tlie employineut of a combination 
of capital and labor. Tho capital was to be 
produced by means of n loan from the Im- 
perial Government of .CISO.OOO, which sum 
was to be aupplimentod by a further sum 
of £1,000,000 sterling, which waa to bo the 
capital of. tho company or syndicute that 
was t6 take the projtot in hand. Tho total 
iiggrocate of capital thus .• commanded 
would amount to *1,160,000, tind, he said, 



it must be apparent >that the very fact that 
■this amount m money was'to be spout in the 
.province, and in developing its resourcea, 
would bo of great benefit to tho iprovinco 
and to tho peoplo. Ho wont fully into tho 
proposition of tho imperiiil Government to 
make a loan to tho Government of British 
Columbia, and. traoed'the, progress of the 
money until it would'^ba loaned out to tho 
settlers in sums of JI60, eaph family. Thia 
money and interest'Was to be repaid'by tho 
settlers, in annual instftlmenta of $50. But 
what waa to be the seourity of the Govern- 
ment that they would get the money back ? 
Ho had to confocia that the security was 
simply a personal bond of tho in- 
dividual fisherman, hut there wua 
more than that, too, there was 
tho collateral security, so to speak, fur- 
nished by tho syndicate. This syndicate 
waa to undertake to supply the individual 
fishermen with boats and tackle, etc., and 
it will do so on the condition that tho Gov- 
ernment will hand over to them u grant of 
hind amounting to oUO.OOO acres. It nniat 
be boruo in iidnd, too, that all of this iiOO,- 
000 acres of land did not go to tho syndi- 
cate, but a great portion of it wouUI be 
given to tho colonists themselves. And the 
whole of this land was not handed over at 
once to the syndicate, but would bo handed 
.over as the scheme proved to be a success. 
This being the case, it waa at once appar- 
ent that tho suitability and characteristics 
of tho emigrants must be a very imiJortunt 
factor, for these emigrants, being the se- 
curity to a greater or less extent for the 
loan to tlieni by tho (iovernment, must bo 
selected with a view to fitness aiul 
desirability, so that they might bo 
reasonably expected to fulfil their share of 
the obligation. So far as tho objections 
that had been raised that the word Crofter 
had been dropped from the aeliemo was 
eoncerned, he (Col. Baker) did not think 
this waa any losa, for ho happened to know 
some of the facts in conneciicu with some 
of the Crofters in tho Old Country, and he 
did not think they would be the most des- 
irable class of settlers to bring out here. 
Tho fact that tho Government was able to 
go where it liked tato any part of the 
British Isles and select its settlots, was the 
beat ovidonce that the Government woiild 
succeed in getting the best kind of people 
to come out here. Tho fact thot tho Pro- 
vincial Government waa to bo, ao far as 
Hritiah Columbia was concerned, respon 
siblo for the success of the projeot|now under 
discussion, made it a matter of tho great- 
est importance that the Government should 
have some control over tho syndicate ao 
that the syndicate sliould not be maatera. 
And it was neceesary, in order to carry out 
tho details of this schemo and to allow the 
Government to do the best it could, that it 
should have placed in its hands tho fullest 
Utitudo to carry on the future negotiations. 
It waa quite right and necessary that this 
power should be given the ( Iovernment, for 
the simple reason that under the circum- 
stances it would be impossible for tho House 
to lay down tho fullest rules, regulations, 
etc.. for tho Government to go by. It was 
therefore, necessary to give a free hand to 
the Government and, in view of past actions 
this might De done .with the fullest conti 
denco that the beet iijterests of the country 
would bo conserved. If the present scheme 
led to a suoeeasful issue, as every mem- 
ber of the House must " hopo that 
it would, one result would probably bo 
that there would be more measures before 
the Houao at a subsequent period to further 
assist emigration to settle up the vast tracts 
of good agricultural lands in the interior of 
the province. There were, he said, a larpe 
class of people in England Jn , the thickly 
settled diatricta who would only be too glad 
to come out to thia country if they only had 
the capital, and just aa it was now proposed 
to assist emigration from a certain quarter 
and class for the purpose of defeloping one 
particular industry, it may later on be found 
desirable to use endeavors to get into tliis 
province more of that class of men who had 
been really instrumental in civilizing more 
than on(?-sixth of the whole world. There 
might, in fact, be built up in this province 
a new Kngland which, he trusted, would 
have the same sterling characteristics as the 
mother-land (applause). 

Mn. HrsTER said- that it became his duty 
to relieve the apparent misapprehensions of 
two hon. members of the Hou80-^ne of 
them tho hon. member for Eist Kootenay, 
who had just taken his seat, and the other 
one, the junior member for Yale, who had 
taken part in the debate earlier in the day. 
But these gentlemen were politicians of a 
totally diii'erent stripe, and to the first one 
ho could only say that ho was sure ho had 
spoken as he di<l, not in order to mislead 
the House, but simply because of his being 
unacijuainted with the matter of which 
he waa speaking. Ho (.Mr. Hunter) 
then read the following extracta from 
A report of Her Majesty's CommisHioners of 
inijuiry into the condition of the Crofters 
and Cottars ot the Highlanils anil Islanil.i 
of Scotland in ISSS, viz: — " Wliile it ia 
true that llie pliy.iieal coi}<litioria of life in 
the remoter parts of the ilistriets in ques- 
tion, and the possibility of utilir.iiig the 
means of modern progress, are far behind 
those of the more favored parts of our 
country, it is pleasing to know that the 
general ohara.oter of the inhabitants is not 
eo by any means. It may be said, on the 
contrary, that in no part of your Majesty's 
Dominions, are there to be found among 
the humbler ranks of society more intelli- 
gence, better manners, purer morals, than 
in the remotest districts of the Higlilands 
and Islands from Mull of Kintyro, iu 
A rgy I shire, to the Skaw of Unst, in Scot- 
land." And in another place: "Tho 
Crofters anil Cottars, with whom we are 
hero concerned, are iu truth of no great 
significance in respect to mere numbera, — 
all told, tliey probably do not com- 
prise more than -1(1, 000 families, or 
'JOO.OOO souls, the population of 
a single inanufacf uring town of 
the first class. They do, however, possess 
in their occupations and eapal)ilitieH oerlain 
distincti^'e features wliioli, in the opinion of 
many, entitle them to such exceptional at- 
tention and protection us has been granted 
to other special interests. These people 
take a considoralde part ip tho fishing in- 
dustry, a bi'ancli of national proiluclioii, 
not of the first magnitude, but atill of ma- 
terial value, and which should not be allow- 
ed to pass into other hands. This industry 
has, hitherto, depended more on tho hardy 
breeding, hereditary aptitudes, and apoii- 
taneous association of the common people, 
acting with the help of local traders, and 
loaa on the direction and support of the 
largo capitalistB, than any otherdepartmont 
of labor and traflic in the country. It is 
susceptible of more perfect organiieatlon uml 
of immense cxtensiou, but these develop- 
ments mus^ be the results of time, study, 
intelligent direction, and financial aid. 
.Meanwhile, the dispersion of tho fishing 
population, the indispensiblo inatrumenta of 
tho craft, would be a losa that could scarcely 
be repaired. It would bo difiicult to re 
place them by another race of ei|ua 
ability and worth. It ia not only 
in retard to fishing that tfie 
Crofter and Clottar population have a pe- 
culiar value. They coiistituto a natural 
buHia for the naval defence of tho country, 
a sort of defence whicli cannot bo extem- 
porized, and the value of which, in possible 
emergencies, can hardly be overrated. The 
seafaring • people of - the Highlands and 



lalanda contribute at thia moment 4,431 
men to tho Royal Naval Reserve, a, uumbor 
equivalent to the crews of seven 



armored 

vessels of tho first-class, and which, 
with commensurate inducements, could bo 
greatly increased. It may bo added, that 
most of the men incorporated in the corps 
of militia and volunteers would he able to 
servo aahoro and afloat with equal effi- 
cienoy." Also this paaaago, "Tho Crofting 
and Cottar popidation of the Highlands and 
■Islands, small though it ho, is a nursery of 
good workers and good citizens for tho whole 
'Kmpire. In this respect the stock is ox- 
ceptioniilly valuable. By sound physical 
constitution, native intelligenco and good 
moral trainim;, it is particularly fitted to re- 
cruit tho people of our induatrial centres, 
who without such help from wholesome 
-sources in rural districts, would degenerate 
under the influence of bad lodging, un- 
healthy oocupatlons and' enervating habits. 
It cannot bo indiflferent to tho whole 
nation, constituted as the nation now ia, to 
poaaeaa within its borders a people, hardy, 
akilful, intelligent, and prolific, as an over- i 
flowing fountain ot renovating life." Ho 
tliought that after reading the extracts 
obovo quoted that it was (luite unnecessary 
for him to say anytliiug, more but he would 
uat say a word for the hon. , junior member 
or Yale, before silting down. That hop. 
gentleman (.Mr. Semlin) seemed to bo afraid 
that the scheme now under discussion would 
a success. Ho (Mr. Semlin) seemed to 
tliink tliat the present Governinent waa 
loomed, and ho wanted to keep the .scheme 
hack until such times as ho (Mr. Scndin) 
nd his friends were occupying the Covern- 
lent benches— when that unhai)py time 
ame, and tho memlier lor Yale should get 
into power, he would thou adopt llie scheme 
whicli he now claimed tn be siirh an ill- 
advised one. (Laughter). He (Mr. Hunter) 
blamed the hon. gentlem.-n opposite 
because they did not deal with this iiuestiou 
as a patriotic rather than as a political 
measure, aa they were doing, He w.is sorry 
they could not rise above tlieir party lines 
and see things in a little difl'erciit liglit 
aomctimea, at least. In conclusion, he de- 
nied that assisted emigration had been a 
failure, and said that if it had been so in 
Canada, the United States, Australia and 
elsewhere, it rested with tho hon. ■member 
who had made such a bold and sweeping 
charge to bring forward some proof of his 
statements (applause). 

COL. Baker stated that ho would refer 
tho hon. member who had .just spoken (Mr. 
Hunter) for further information ?•«. Crofters 
to Sir James Matheson's Crofter Improve- 
ment report, which would bear out all that 
ho (Col. Baker) had said about them. 

Mk Bhowk wanted to know where the 
security of the Government for the loans 
made to the cclonista would j[0, if a num- 
ber of these aamo colonists were drowned? 
This was a e.intingency that nmat bo looked 
for. Where would the security go'; 

Mr. Eukuts— Sinking fund. (Laughter). 
Mk. Brown continued that he had not 
treated the matter us a political one at all, 
but us a patriotic one. The two bills wero 
a sort of Siamese twins, and must be con- 
sidered together. He believed in the 
marvellous wealth of the deep sea fiahories, 
but thought it funny that when there waa 
anything good to be grabbed, some English 
syndicate or aomo one elae waa always on 
hand to grab it. If the syndicate had 
auoh a good thing, why would it need a 
bonus'; Divorce tho two schemes 
and there would bo no Opposition to 
tho scheme of settling fialicrnion on tho 
northern shores. The fact of the matter 
was, however, that tho Government hoped 
the colonization scheme would be audi a 
good one as to act aa a sugar coating for 
tlie syndicate pill. Ho suggested the 
scheme would be, "no syndicate, no colon- 
ists—no colonists, no grab." The interests 
of the syndicate were to be first, and those 
of the colonists afterwards. The whole 
thing was of a sort of "thimblerigging" 
style— now you see it and now you don't. 
He wanted to know if tlie syndicate would 
be masters of the colonists or not. How- 
would the settlers be brought out ? Who 
would he boss '; .-Vnd would the pickings 
1 commissions begin at once, as 
fioon as these poor people had 
packed their bundles '; He again 
wished to emphasize and repeat that any 
well eousidered schemo to bring out a num- 
ber of families would receive his support. 
But he mast oppose the present scheme, 
which was a shameless proposition to give 
away to a foreign syndicate a part of our 
territory and contingent advantages, which 
would enable them to crush out any private 
endeavors. The syndicate would be noth- 
ing but an enormous monopoly, and would 
furllior reduce tho colonists to the position 
of serfs. It would also siiufl out and swal- 
low up the Hudson's Bay Co. He thought 
there was little C|UeHtion of the auccoes of 
the syndicate; but under no circumstances 
could the scheme bo a .succc.m.s for the pro-, 
vinee. He would therefore oppose the fdll 
now and at every stage of its progress. 

.Mil. Amii;ii.S(i.s- announced that he pro- 
[iDsed to KU|)port the bill as a nieasure like- 
ly to l)e conducive to tlie welfare of the 
country and to the men as well, who w-ould 
lie lH'out;ht out to assist in reaping the ad- 
vantages that would accrue. lie hoped, 
moreover, that it would not be tho last 
time that the Houvo would have to con- 
sider a sclieme to bring out to this country 
the redundant population of the Mother 
land. The present was a step in the right 
direction, and might very well be support- 
ed l)y every member of tho House. He 
thought that the colonists it waa proposed 
to bring out under tho present bill would 
start under the most favorable auspices pos- 
sible, provided the commorciul company 
scheme wero carried out to a successful 
completion, for not only would these fisher- 
men find their market immediately for 
their produoi, but they also would find the 
harvest at hand ripe and ready for the 
aieklo, so to speak. This was a much bet- 
ter iK'ospect than most agricultural settlors 
had, for they had first to clear tho land r.nd 
plow it and put iu their seed, and then sit 
down and wait iov the cropa to grow, and 
sometimes, even then, tlie crop was none 
too good, whereas, hero, these fishermen 
were going to a place where the wealth of 
the u;a was practically unbounded.

(Api)lau3e,) lie defended the 
action of the (lovcrnnieiit iu undertaking 
to bonus by way of a land grant the com 
puny tiiat hud couie forward and was .going 
to invest its capital in the enterprise. 
■ Nowadays, he said, investors did not put 
their money into ecbemos that they know 
nothing about, unless some Kuarantuo were 
made that the project would be suceesaful, 
and would prove a good investment. 'J'he 
company that would ro into a selictiie of 
this kind, and would spend its moniy in 
the province, in a venture entirely new, 
was right in asking that it shuuhl have 
some security. They were liable to suffer 
great loss, ond it is quite right that thoy 
should have a certain measure of protec- 
tion against » portion of this. This was 
the same old cry that bad been raised for 
years. When ho (Mr. Pooley) came to the 
province as a boy, 30 years ago, there was 
the same great confidence in the mineral 
wealth of the province that there is now 
und the same asauraiieoa that there were 
nnu velluua resourees in that particular; but, 
even to-day, little liad been don to develop 
these reaourcea. And why '! iSimply be- 
cause there was nut the capital at hand, 
and if, in the present instance, the members 
of tlio Legislature sat down (luietly, with 
their hands in their pockets, and contented 
themselves with talking about the great 
hidden wealth, that great hidden wealth 
would, in all nrobability, remain there still. 
It was, be said, tbe duty of the men and 
the Government that wanted to develoi) the 
country, to endeavor to get those who have 
the money to conio in and use it to the ad- 
vantage of the province. (.Vpplauae. ) The 
present Bchenie had been violently opposed 
in the House, and the more it had baon op- 
posed the more convinced was heofita utility 
and the more confidence he had in the fact 
that it was a step in the right direction 
and in the true interests of the province 
(applause.) Ho could not understand how 
the hon. member from Westminster City 
(Mr. Brown) could support the one bill to 
bring out the settlers, if the other bill, that 
to enable an agreement to be made with the 
committee were divorced from it; and the 
reason was that were any such a single 
handed scheme to be adopted it would cer- 
tainly prove an abject failure from the very 
start. It would be impossible to get pri- 
vate enterprise to provide the market and 
the means that the company or syndicate 
now proposed to supply, and iu course of a 
year or less there would be nothing as a re- 
suh of the labors of the province, but a lot 
of starving settlers. In short, ho 
said, the co-existence of the syndi- 
cate scheme with that of bringing 
out the fishermen was essential. In conclu- 
sion he asked the support of the House for 
the measure which he predicted would be 
shown, by subseijucnt e.xperience, to lun'e 
been the courageous policyof a Government 
that was to be given every credit for its 
foresight and judgment of tlie prospects and 
capabilities of the province (applause). 

Dk. Mn,.Nr. spoke at some length. He 
explained that it would be found in this 
case, us it hud been found in every other 
case, that assisted eniigrntion was a failure. 

Mr. Sword claimed that the Opposition 
and Independent niembera of the House 
should not be charged with being opposed 
to the bill for the simple reason that they 
had not before them sufSctent information 
to enable them to support it.

BNCOURAGINK FRUSPECTS FOR 
ALBERNI CITY. 

We learn a railroad survey is being made 
from Comox to Alberni, and that snrveys 
are shortly to be made from other points on 
tho island to that place, winch will give the 
vast resources of the island mi outlet to the 
Pacific. This will make Alberni tho impor- 
tant railroad centre and shipping point its 
geographical positionaiid splendid harbnrae- 
oommo<lation have destined it to become. 
We may look, in the near future, to see the 
Liverpool of Canada at this point, as no- 
thing is laoking in the way of position, har- 
bor and resources, to make it the most im- 
portant manufacturing and commercial sea- 
port on tho I'aeiliu Coast. Already a 
healthy start has been made in that direc- 
tion, several extensive factories arc nearing 
completion, and other manufacturing indus- 
tries are prnjtcted. \ number of residences 
arc in the course of erection. Capitalists 
are getting interosled in this section and are 
investing largely in agricultural and mineral 
lands, coal and timber lands especially are 
being rapidly bought up. Numerous sur- 
vey parties are in tho district surveying 
lauds for settlers, there having hcon more 
land acquired for actual settlement in that 
district, within the last few months, than in 
all tho rest of British Columbia. *

Tho much talked of glove figlit for points 
between Bob Foster, of Victoria, and George 
Reed, of Portland, for 0250 a aide and the 
gate receipts, came off at the Victoria 
theatre yesterday evening. Both men have 
been in active training for some weeks past, 
and neither neglected the slightest precau- 
tion to put himself in good condition. 

The theatre was well filled, and the pre- 
liminary bouts and the Indian club and 
dumb-boll exercises of Messrs. Hamilton 
and Richardcs were deservedly applauded. 
There was, however, a considerable waste of 
time ill deciding tho preliminary events, 
and tho audience expressed their disappro- 
val in a very marked manner. They had 
come there to see Professor Foster spar, and 
nothing else woidd satisfy them. 

Tho principals in tho chief event of the 
evening appeared on tho stage at 10:15, and 
after some discussion Captain C. J. Phillips 
was accepted as referee. Messrs. Wilson 
and Perry were appointed as judges for 
Foster and Rpcd respectively, and Foster's 
second having won the tots for choice of 
gloves, the men donned the mittens and the 
referee called "Time." 

A description of the Professor is unneces- 
sary to ary Victorian, but his opponent, 
who is a stranger to British Columbia, pre- 
sented a marked contrast to the local man. 
He is about 4 inches taller, has a much 
longer reach, and must be from 12 to 15 
pounds heavierthan the celebrated cricketer. 
To all appearance, Foster had a tough 
customer to handle, and from start to finish 
he never stood a ghost of a show of obtain- 
ing the verdict, as in the first round Reed 
scored six points to his three, and kept on 
increasing his lead, until in the ninth round 
nothing but a knock out could secure the 
decision for the local man. 

Foster, fmm the moment time was called, 
was satisfied to remain on the defensive, 
and lie seemed to have a very wholesome 
respect for his opponent's reach, out of 
which ho kept as well as he coulil, by 
repeated and continuous strategic move- 
ments to the rear. Once or twice he coun- 
tered, and ill several exchanges ho m.in- 
aged to place a point or two to his credit. 
On four occasions he attempted an upper 
cut, only to waste his energy on the air, 
and it was not till the last round that he 
really stood up to his ojiponent and tried to 
enualize matters by a little give and take 
lighting. Hia etlort, however, came too 
late, and tho referee promptly awarded the 
match to Reed. 

The winner is not a graceful sparrer. He 
has a very peculiar style, hut is quick, and 
relying ou his long reach and the utter in- 
ability of his opponent to avail himself of 
the openings offered to him, he satisfied 
himself with leading, and occasionally 
landing on his opponent's frontispiece, whilst 
about once in each round, he gave a very 
poor imitation of tiio pivot blow, landing 
everywhere except upon tho mark. 

At a well-known sporting resort, last 
evening, articles of agreenieut were drawn 
up and signed, whereby George Reed, tho 
winner in yesterday's contest, is matched to 
fiyht Tom Cleary, of Port Townsend, for 
gSOO aside. The fight is to take place uudcr 
f^ondoii Prize King Rules, and is to come 
otr within ten miles of Victoria, between 
the hours of 9 a.m. and noon, to-day. One 
of the most prominent business men of Vic- 
toria, has been appointed referee and stake- 
holder, and the tip was given out at the 
last uioment before going to press, that the 
fight would come otf within a mile of 
Oak Bay. 

ALBERNI MINERALS. 

An Kasterii Kxpert Says of Thi'm That " The 
Half Has Not Been Told." 

Mr. J. C. Anderson, the mining pxpert 
from rittstnirg, who left here on the 15th 
inst., for Alberni, to inspect the mineral 
deposits in that section, returned last even- 
ing on the Maude. Ho is In tho employ of 
the iron and steel magnates of Pennsyl- 
vania, and went to Albeini to examine 
more especially the coal and iron deposits 
in that section. He enjoyed the trip very 
miich, and speaks highly of the encouraging 
prospects at the head of the canal. 

During Mr. Anderson's brief absence 
from Victoria, he has inspected the whole 
of tho territory along the shores of Barclay 
Sound and Alberni Canal. His description 
of that remarkable sheet of water, is most 
graphic and interesting, and recalls to 
memory the world-known key to the Ulaek 
Sea — tlie Dardanelles. From tho entrance 
of Barclay Sound to the head of 
navigation on Alberni canal, perpendicular 
clilla on either side rise from tho water's 
edge so abruptly as to make landings almost 
iin|iossilile, and anchorage cannot be found 
owing to the great depth of water and 
rocky bottom. From the entrance of Bar- 
clay .Sound, Mr. Anderson did not see even 
so much as a five aero tract suit^thlo for 
building purposes, until the head of tho 
canal is reached. At this point there is un 
excellent liarbor, with gooil clay bottom, 
alieltereil from every " ind,iiiid commodious 
enough to allonl anchorage for the whole 
liritlsli Heel. The canal, from its mouth to 
the head, varies in width from three-<juar- 
ters of a mile to two miles. He speaks in 
glowing teriDH of the site for a large city at 
the head of the canal. At this point, the 
country is level and atrotcliea for miles into 
tlie interior, under the whole of which 
valualdu minerals are deposited. lie ex- 
pects to see a railroad terminus at this 
point in the near future. 

Among other samples, Mr. Anderson 
brought down with him some beautiful 
specimens of gold, copper, and tin ore from 
this section. Ho speaks of tho iiiimcnso 
forests of timber as being unliadtod, and 
says of the mineral wealth of Alberni that 
"the half has never been told."

& lOBff ^raTABD RAILWAY. 

Mn. Keli.ie moved the suspension of the 
standing orders for the ' purpose of moving 
the following resolution, viz. : — 

Moved by Mil. K&UJE, seconded by Mr. 
Brown. 

"'■Whereas a company known ds the Nel- 
son and Fort Sheppard Railway Co; has ap- 
plied to th& Parliament of Canada for a 
charter for a railway from a point on the 
outlet of Kootenay Lake, near the town of 
Nelson, thence to a point at or near li'ort 
Sheppard by way of the valley of Cotton- 
wood, Smith Creek and tho Salmon River. 

"And, whereas, tho construction of such 
a lino would he very advantageous to tho 
interests of tho province, and would at all 
seasons of the year allow direct communi- 
cation between the Kootenay I^ake district 
and the boundary of tho province near 
Fort .Sheppard, the.-chy being a great benefit 
to trade. 

"And, whereas, it is understood that 
.strenuous opposition, not in the interest of 
the province, is being ollored in onler to 
defeat the passing of the bill for the .said 
charter through the Dominion House. 

"Therefore, bo it resolved that an humble 
address be presented to the I.ieiiti'liant- 
Covornor, praying him without prejiulico 
to provincial rights, to imiiiediately move 
the Dominion Oovernnieiil that the charter 
applied for by tlie Nel.son and Fort .Sheppard 
Railway Company may be granted, and 
that a copy of the purport of this rcsrduLion 
be at once transmitted bj' telegraph to the 
Dominion Government. 

.After remarks by Hon. Mr. Ueaven the 
Standing Orders were suspended and the 
motion was moved. 

Mr. Kellik, in support of his resolution, 
said it was impossible for people not living 
in the interior to understand the disadvan- 
tages felt by thosejln the Kootenay country. 
He could not understand why the CP. R., 
a creation of the Dominion Government, 
should put forward such exertions to crip- 
ple a small section of the country. If the 
C.P.R themselves would build through the 
Crows' Nest Pass ho could understand why 
tiioy opposed the present scheme, l>ut this 
they would not do. All they liad 
done was to build a short line 
from Robson to Sproat which could only 
be voted for a certain time during the sum- 
mer months each year. Railway communi- 
cation with the outside world was an essen- 
tial thing for tho Ivootonay country, and ho 
hoped the Legislature v.'ould pass the reso- 
lution in the interests of the present bill 
before tho Dominion House. 

Mil. Bkown seconded the [resolution and 
supported it brielly. 

Col.. B.UvKK said that there was a mis- 
take in going to the Dominion I.egialature, 
and the late Premier of tho Dominion, .Sir 
John A Macdonald, had told him there was 
no need to do so. He (Col, Bilker) 
thought it was time full conimnuicatiou 
with tho United .States was opened up by 
railways running .South, Tho argument 
now being used at Ottawa against the char- 
ter was that it would interfere with tho 
trade of Victoria and Vancouver. Such was 
not the case, as a cheaper freight would 
build up the trade rather than diminish it. 

Hon. Mr. Bbaven said he would vote 
against the resolution, as tho charter ap- 
plied for to the I>ominion House was already 
granted by the Legislaturoof British Colum- 
bia, and tho Dominion had nothing what- 
ever to do with it. It would be suicidal for 
the province by thus passing such a resolu- 
tion to give up its rights. 

Ho.N. Mit. D.wii; said that the provincial 
rights would not bo sacrificed by passing 
any such resolution. No matter what 
wouhl be done here, it was not competent 
for the province to arid to or diminisli the 
righta of the Dominion. He thought it 
was wise and prudent for the promoters of 
the railway nitntioned to apply to the Do- 
minion tjovernnient for a charter. 

After remarks by Hon. Mr. Beaven and 
Col. Baker, the debate was adjourned. 

DEEF SEA FISHERIES. 

Hon. Mr. Biiavks restimed the discus- 
sion of Bill No. 62. He claimed that the 
men who ought to be given a chance to 
develop the deej) sea fisherii.'s would be the 
men now engaged in sealing in Hehriiig .Sea, 
who, he said, wonhl in all probability be 
exchided from the Beliring Sea, this year. 

Mkssrs. Ciait'T, ICitcheri and Hon. Mr. 
Robson continued the debate, tho latter 
speaking at great length and going fully 
into tli(! (|Uestion. 

The second reading of the bill was, after 
much cii.scnssion, carried on the following 
division, viz.: —
